Challenges: Limited walk-in hours and volunteer client advisors continue to be a 
challenge. We are quite busy during the hours we are open. We continue to see a large 
number of clients in need of affordable housing, yet not many options to connect them 
with. The change in reporting all clients at the beginning of the new grant cycle, could 
have been communicated in June to avoid additional time for us re-gather data. (Our 
statisticians had completed their data compilation for June 20-September 30 before we 
were informed of the change in October; thus requiring extra time for us to go back and 
collect the “new client” demographics data. Something to keep in mind for next time.) 

Comments: Several new volunteers are in the training process to become Client 
Advisors. Fall/winter clothing for children was brought out in September and many 
clients are stopping in to get warmer clothing in preparation for the winter. We had a 
surge of clothing donations; many unsold items being donated from garage sales. Our 
clients continue to be grateful for the PA funded services they receive, and the kindness 
and guidance of EPSR.
